NEWLY-Ihvented page com- 

parison machina: ja niding 
Dr’ Chariton J, K. Hinman, an 
English professor at Johns 
Hopking University, in his 
efforts to compile na collection 
of Shakespeare's plnys exactly 
as the Bard wrote them. 

The machine, invented by Dr 
Hinman, $s called the “collator,” 
and ts opernted by placing two 
pages from ¢arious copies of 
Shakespenre’s First Follo one 
on top of the other.
